RESPONSE 

The Examiner has required restriction under 35 U.S.C. §121 amongst three groups of 
claims: claims 1-17 (Group I), drawn to a method of inhibiting function of an integral 
membrane protein comprising contacting the integral membrane protein with a peptide 
classified in Class 435, subclass 7.2; claims 18-37 (Group II), drawn to a method of ' 
preventmg or treating a disorder in a mammal characterized by disordered Won of an 
integral membrane protein comprising administering a peptide, classified in Class 514 
subclass 2; and claims 38-59 (Group III), drawn to an antagonist for an integral membrane 
protein that includes peptides, classified in Class 530, subclass 300. 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect with traverse the claims of Group II, namely 
claims 18-37. Applicants also request that the non-elected claims, namely claims 1-17 and 
38-59 be canceled without prejudice to further prosecution in a related applications. 

SUMMARY 

Claims 1-59 were pending in the application. Claims 18-37 are elected for 
prosecution in the instant application, and claims 1-17 and 38-59 are canceled by the 
present amendment. Applicants submit that no new matter is added by the amendment 
and that support for the new claims may be found in the originally filed claims and 
throughout the specification. 

Applicants respectfully request that the application now proceed promptly to 

examination.
